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MUSEUM ANNOUNCES ADDITIONAL FREE EVENTS 

COMPLEMENTING WORKS BY AFRICAN-AMERICAN ARTISTS 

( Cleveland, OH) The Cleveland Museum of Art, in finalizing its schedule of Summer 
Evening events, has added jazz performances and additional lectures to the array of free 
activities complementing two traveling exhibitions of prints by African-American artists. 
The exhibitions are A Graphic Odyssey: Romare Bearden as Printmaker and Alone in 
i'i Crowd: Prints by African Americans of the 1930s-40s from the Collection of Reba 
and Dave Williams. 

Reba Williams, noted collector of 20th-century American prints and an art 
IFistorian, has agreed to lecture about “The Image of the African American in Prints of the 
1 930s and 40s” on Wednesday, June 4, at 6 pm. She joins a group of visiting speakers 
tliat includes Russell Goings, collector and long-time friend of Bearden (June 1 1, 6:30 
pin); Robert Blackburn, director of the Printmaking Workshop in New York, whose

Saxophonist Eddie Baccus Jr. will improvise on tunes from the Harlem 
Renaissance jazz scene on June 4 at 7 pm. “The Harlem Connection” (a Kenny Davis- 
' larcus Belgrave special band) will play outdoors near the museum's south entrance on 
'une 18 at 7 pm. A slide lecture about the music and art of the Harlem Renaissance, given 
'iv John Richmond of the Northeast Ohio Jazz Society and the museum's veteran jazz 
producer Nancy McAfee, will precede this concert at 6 pm. 

Sabine Kretzschmar, the museum's assistant curator of prints, will deliver the 
lecture, “Where is the Original?” answering the most commonly asked questions about 
'ithographs, etchings, woodcuts, screenprints, and other print media, on June 1 1 at 8 pm.
